*KHALED was unbeaten as a 2-year-old. He won the 
Ashley Stakes at Epsom on Derby Day and a week later 
won the Coventry Stakes at Ascot in easy fashion. He 
made his third and last start as a two-year-old in Eng- 
land’s premier juvenile stakes race, the Middle Park 
Stakes at Newmarket. He won this race by three-quar- 
ters of a length from Hypericum with four others trailing. 


Wrote John Betts in Winners for 1946: Nothing 
could be better than his well-developed forearms 
and beautiful straight hind legs, with exception- 
ally strong hocks. He has strong, square quar- 
ters with a powerful drive. Although his withers 
are set well back, he has plenty of saddle room: 
altogether a horse of quality combined with 
strength. 


*Khaled’s first start at 3 was in the Column Produce 
Stakes, in which he carried 134 lbs. He won by three- 
quarters of a length. He also won the St. James Palace 
Stakes (1 mile), carrying equal weights and defeating 
Aldis Lamp, Radiotherapy, and others. He finished sec- 
ond in the 2,000 Guineas (to Happy Knight, with Radio- 
therapy 3rd, Gulf Stream 4th), and 3rd in Eclipse Stakes, 
1% miles, 121 lbs., to Gulf Stream (118), Edward Tudor 
(114). His only other start was in the Derby, in which 
he was unplaced. *Khaled is now at Santa Anita Park 
where he is in training. He will be returned to the stud 
after the Santa Anita meeting. *Khaled made the 1947 
season in the stud in Ireland.

*KHALED is a son of Hyperion, unbeaten at 3, in- 
cluding Derby and St. Leger. He was leading sire in Eng- 
land in 1940, 1941, 1942, 1945, and 1946. His winners in- 
clude Owen Tudor, Sun Chariot, Sol Oriens, Pensive, Gulf 
Stream, Godiva, Hycilla, *Khaled, Rising Light, ete. 
Hyperion is by Gainsborough, a leading sire in England, 
and is out of Selene, one of the great broodmares of mod- 
ern times. 


*Khaled’s first three sires won English 
classic races and his first four dams were Eng- 
lish stakes winners. Sons of Hyperion are doing 
exceptionally well in America, they include *Alib- 
hai, *Heliopolis, *Hypnotist II, etc., Eclair is the 
dam of *Piping Rock, recently sold at Saratoga 
for $82,500, and sire of Pipette. 


Eclair was stakes winner at 2 and 3, including Ling- 
field Autumn Oaks (1% m.), Leicestershire Oaks (1% m), 
Atlanta (1% m.), Falmouth (1 m.), Bretby Stakes. She 
failed only by a length to give 21 lbs. to Star of England 
in the Yorkshire Oaks over 1% miles. Dam of six other 
winners, including Lady Electra (Suburban, Lincolnshire 
Handicaps), Vicenzia (stakes winner), Hyder Ali (stakes 
winner) and *Piping Rock, etc. Black Ray won South- 
port Stakes and produced *Jacopo (stakes winner in Eng- 
land, a ranking sire in U. S. A.), *Foray II (leading 2- 
year-old of year in England, sire), and two other stakes 
winners Black Domino and Infra Red (also dam of two 
stakes winners).

His second dam, Sweet, produced three foals—all win- 
ners—and his third dam had two foals to race, both winners. 


Contradiction’s first crop are now yearlings and they performed so 
impressively in their trials on King Ranch in Texas that the decision was made to 
transfer him to the King Ranch Farm in Kentucky for the next breeding seasons. 
According to reports, his yearlings are all attractive individuals.

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PEDIGREE POINTS, by J. A. Estes 


The English Free Handicaps: 
They Show a Changing Picture 


The lists of leaders in the Free Handi- 
caps issued at the end of the racing sea- 
son in England are always a matter of 
interest in America and other countries. 
They indicate the composition of pedi- 
grees of the future. 

The weights for these races were an- 
nounced by the Jockey Club’s handicap- 
per, G. H. Freer, on November 27, and 
acceptances were due December 9. The 
Free Handicap for 2-year-olds is a seven- 
furlong race to be run over the Dew- 
hurst Stakes course, seven furlongs, at 
the Newmarket Craven meeting, on April 
15 (when the horses, of course, will be 
3-year-olds). The handicap for 3-year- 
olds is to be run at the Newmarket First 
Spring Meeting on April 30, over the last 
mile and a half of the Cesarewitch course. 

The races themselves are of secondary 
importance as compared with the value 
of the Free Handicaps as official rank- 
ings of the best performers. 

In this year’s handicap of the 3-year- 
olds, two of the best are missing alto- 
gether. Marcel Boussac’s Arbar (Djebel 
—-Astronomie, by Asterus) was left out 
presumably because he is owned in France, 
where he stands at the top of the French 
equivalent of the Free Handicap, or be- 
cause he ran only twice in England. Tudor 
Minstrel (Owen Tudor—Sansonnet, by 
Sansovino), a great performer at the 
shorter distances but apparently lacking 
the stamina to beat the best at 11% miles, 
was omitted possibly because it has been 
announced that he is to enter the stud in 
1948; however, in the past it has been 
customary to rate the best horses whether 
they were expected to race again or not. 

As given here, the 2-year-old list in- 
cludes the 17 colts and fillies ranked at 
122 pounds or higher, plus two fillies as- 
signed 121 pounds; three colts given 121 
pounds are omitted—Ottoman, Henley-in- 
Arden, and Lucky Lord. The top 18 in 
the 3-year-old handicap are given; these 
include the French-bred colt Ramponneau, 
which is 13 pounds below the top (Saya- 
jirao). In France, Ramponneau was 
eleventh on the list, 644 kilograms (14.3 
pounds) behind Arbar. 


MALE LINES. Possibly the biggest 
news in the Free Handicaps is the fact 
that Hyperion, the wonder sire of recent 
years in England, has not a single repre- 
sentative on either list. Only one of his 
sons is represented, Stardust, sire of After 
Midnight, which ranks 11 pounds below 
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the leader of the 3-year-olds. It is the 
first time since his get began to race that 
Hyperion has failed to have several repre- 
sentatives among the leaders. 


I do not know the explanation. It is 
not age, for Hyperion was only 14 years 
old in 1944. It is not lack of opportunity, 
for he is credited with 26 living foals in 
the 1945 crop (2-year-olds of 1947). I 
presume that it “just happened.” 


The sires with more than one representa- 
tive on the combined list of leaders as 
given here are Nearco, Blue Peter, and 
Bois Roussel with three each, and Panor- 
ama and Epigram with two each. Nearco 
was bred in Italy and Bois Roussel in 
France. 


The Phalaris male line has six 2-year- 
old representatives, and four 3-year-olds. 
Other lines of Bend Or account for three 
others, Weighbridge, Ash Blonde, and 
Ramponneau. All the Bend Ors are 
descended from the Cyllene branch except 
Ramponneau, which is from *Ormonde 


and *Teddy. 


Most of the others on the lists are 
acceunted for in the accompanying male- 
line charts. The “odd lots” are My Babu. 
the only representative of the Herod male 
line (through Dollar), and Black Pampas, 
which comes down from *Rock Sand 
through Tracery, Papyrus, and Pampas 
Grass. 

Some years ago English and _ Irish 
breeders made a considerable to-do over 
the repatriation from France of “the lost 
line of Herod,” through Roi Herode. Now 
the Roi Herode line has gone, but there 
is no likelihood of finding another lost 
line of Herod through My Babu. The 
Maharajah of Baroda’s French-bred colt 
has American lines in his pedigree which 
put him in the category of cold-bloods, as 
far as the English stud book is concerned. 


CLASS OF DAMS. England, because 
its racing is limited in scope and has an 
extreme degree of continuity, is ordinarily 
the best place in the world to figure the 
probabilities of breeding. In the matter 
of correlation between the racing class 
of the dam and that of the offspring, Eng- 
lish racing gives the highest degree of 
predictability. That is, the class of the 
offspring resembles the class of the dam 
in far greater proportion than in the 
United States, for instance. 

In the Free Handicaps of 1947 per- 
formers, good race mares do not have so

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high a proportion of the best 2- and 3- 
year-olds as they usually do, though the 
proportion is still high. The only mare 
of classic ranking among the dams _ is 
William Woodward’s Vagrancy, whose 
first foal, Black Tarquin, is two pounds 
below the top of the 2-year-old handicap. 

In the following tabulation the leaders 
of the handicaps have been listed accord- 
ing to the class of their dams. This 
classification is necessarily arbitrary, and 
may be discounted as necessary by those 
who have an intimate recollection of Eng- 
lish form. In the “good class” group I 
have included the offspring of stakes win- 
ners of varying class, but nothing, I hope. 
which would fall below the top 5 per cent 
of the mares foaled in their respective 
years, 

The dam of Mitrailleuse won only one 
race worth £167, but has been included 
in the good-class group because she was 
ranked eighth among the 2-year-old fillies 
in England in the 1940 Free Handicap. 
Weighbridge and Whiteway are both out

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of Golden Way, the only mare with a rep- 
resentative on both the 2- and 3-year-old 
lists. I have put them among the horses 
out of plain winners, though Golden Way’s 
two wins as a 2-year-old included a minor 
stakes called the Plantation. This is a 
guess; Golden Way may have been as 
good as some of the mares which I have 
moved into the higher category. 

I have not attempted to separate the 
non-starters from the other non-winners. 
but I may note here that My Babu, the 
best 2-vear-old, is out of the non-starter 
Perfume. The unbeaten The Cobbler is 
out of Overture, which ran five times as a 
2-year-old and was twice second in maiden 
plates. Her best performance was a 
fourth in the Great Surrey Foal Stakes at 
Epsom. Before 1945 both mares had al- 
ready produced high-class horses. Per- 
fume is the dam of Sayani, one of the 
best middle-distance runners of recent 
years in Europe.

Out of the 37 horses on both lists, 14 
are out of mares with a good measure of 
racing class—that is, 38 per cent of the 
total. This is a very high proportion, 
probably six to eight times greater than 
random distribution would indicate. But 
it is still below normal for England. If 
there had been no war to interrupt the 
continuity of things, I think that at least 
60 per cent of the year’s best horses would 
have been out of the best race mares. 


It will be noted that only two of the 
18 3-year-olds are out of non-winners, 
while eight of the 2-year-olds fall into this 
category. Most of these non-winning dams 
were of racing age during the early years 
of the war, and war always upsets the 
routine of racing and hence upsets the 
computation of breeding probabilities. The 
difference between the 2- and 3-year-old 
groups as shown above may be strictly 
accidental, or it may be in part a reflec- 
tion of the rapidly cumulative effect of 
the war. Dams of nine of the 18 3-year- 
olds and six of the 19 2-year-olds were 
foaled before 1936. 


At any rate, in the two lists, there are 
ten horses out of non-winning mares—or 
27 per cent of the total, as against 38 per 
cent for the “class” mares, which are of 
course nothing like so numerous as the 
non-winners in the general population. 


There is not time or space to set forth 
the pedigrees in full detail and measure 
the different ancestral influences. In gen- 
eral, however, it may be remarked that the 
Phalaris mark is set pretty heavily upon 
the group, especially among the 2-year- 
olds, among which 14 out of 19 have 
crosses of Phalaris and two or three show 
mild inbreeding. Chaucer and Friar Mar- 
cus are scattered widely throughout both 
groups. 

The American strains is less noticeable 
than usual, but they are still numerous. 
and two of the best 2-year-olds, My Babu 
and Black Tarquin, the former bred in 
France, the latter in Kentucky. are both 
ineligible for the English stud book be- 
cause of such ancestry. Both of the two 


best 3-year-olds have distant American 
strains, but both are in the General Stud 
Book.

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PROSPECT: 1948 Would Be the Year It Rained Money 


OU could close your eyes and think of eight races which 
would have $100,000 added or would be worth 
$100,000 to the winner. There might be others. No 
telling how many would have $50,000 added. The $25,000 
races were now run-of-the-mine. 

The immediate economic future of the country was 
clear as mud. Expert opinion among economists sounded 
like the betting on the Grand National Steeplechase. Some 
said things would be fine, just fine. Some said they would 
be tol’able, just to’able. Others wrote pieces about what 
inflation was going to do; they reminded us of Bill Nye’s 
essay on the man who claimed that when a buffalo ran over 
him he rose up, caught the animal by the tail, and held on. 
If he had accomplished that feat, said Bill, his tracks would 
have been twenty miles apart. 

But, whatever happened to things in general, it was 
plain that racing was preparing once more to rub out the 
records it had just finished making. ‘There would be more 
races, More purses, more taxes, more everything. 

The expansion in racing was already beginning to cause 
friction within the sport. Shrill voices could be heard com- 
ing out of New England and New Jersey as the pressure for 
dates reached such a point that it was no longer easy to 
compromise. In California there was a fine new track in 
operation, and on the [948 schedule there were 48 more 
days of racing. In more than one non-racing state there 
were indications that racing might be legalized. The United 
States Trotting Association had applications from 15 new 
tracks. 

The scuffle for dates, and for further extensions of 
meetings already much too long, is a natural development. 
Its further progress is definitely predictable. ‘There is no 
machinery by which racing can be throttled down and kept 
in proportion. No legislature has ever made a long-term 
study of racing to determine anything but the revenue it 
produces or to decide whether to exterminate it altogether. 
And, since racing cannot possibly contract of its own will, 
it keeps on expanding. 

A scientist has recently reported that lean animals live 
longer than fat ones. 


On October 8, 1931, Sun Beau won the Hawthorne 
Gold Cup and ended a five-year racing career as the world’s 
leading money-winning horse. His earnings were $376,- 
744. At the beginning of 1947 Armed was already ahead 
of Sun Beau on the list of leading money winners, and dur- 
ing the year he made 16 starts and earned $376,325, almost 
the exact amount Sun Beau earned in a lifetime. 

During 1947 six other horses—Stymie, Phalanx, But 
Why Not, Bewitch, On ‘Trust, and Faultless—earned more 
than $200,000 each. The 6-year-old Stymie missed 
$300,000 by a whisper; the $299,775 he collected during 
the year raised his all-time record earnings to $816,060. 

In 1948 the American Turf might have its first million- 
dollar winner. And in a few years winners of half a mil- 
lion would be commonplace. 

That would be wonderful. But there would be draw- 
backs. ‘To plain people struggling with the rising problems 
of inflation, such wealth will seem undeserved. Against the 
background of their own insecurity they will see a race 
horse’s million dollars as a distortion of social values. Joe 
Doakes, bringing home a pay envelope to a wife who can’t 
make it last till the next payday, will read the headlines on 
the sports page with a gathering feeling that something is 
out of joint. And the men in Washington who have de- 
cided that the way to cure inflation is to leave it alone will 
be very happy if Joe gets mad at somebody besides them. 


But there was an exciting year in racing ahead. There 
were more good horses in action, perhaps, than ever before 
graced the American Turf, and they came, not only from 
studs throughout the United States, but from many foreign 
countries. And there was, in one man’s hands, perhaps the 
most powerful stable of modern times. 

‘There were more people breeding race horses, and more 
race horses being bred, than ever before. “The prices were 
no longer going up, but interest in the sport was mounting. 

And the people in the sport were beginning to learn 
better how to work out their mutual problems. — Possibly 
they might even learn how to avoid running a good thing 
into the ground.

Call Bell Runs at the Finish; 


Bug Juice Evens a Score 


Goal of many southern California rac- 
ing fans on the last Saturday in December 
is Santa Anita Park, which traditionally 
opens on that day. And goal of many 
California breeders is the Breeders Cham- 
pion Stakes for 2-year-olds, worth $50,000. 

This year the Santa Anita opening drew 
an estimated 64.000 spectators, a new 
high for the occasion. But only seven 2- 
year-olds answered the bugle for the 
Champion Stakes. Reason for the spare 
field probably was because of Grandpere 
and Solidarity. The former had won four 
stakes and placed in another; Solidarity 
had run him to a neck in his last victory. 
and had been second or third in four or 
five other stakes. They were running as 
an entry, with Willie Molter as trainer 
and Eddie Arcaro and Ralph Neves as the 
jockeys. It was a formidable hook-up. and 
was bet down to 9 to 20. Call Bell was 
second choice at $3.75 to $1. 

Shawondasee sprinted away the 
gate with a first quarter in :22!5. War 
Phantom was just a head behind him. 
Grandpere was third. Shawondasee was 
eased back on the first turn, Grandpere 
took the lead. Solidarity lay in fourth 
place, Call Bell was last. On the far turn 
Grandpere began to tire, Call Bell began 
running like a fresh horse. Solidarity 
tried to go with him, but Call Bell pulled 
away. won handily by three lengths. 
Shawondasee held on to third place. 
Grandpere finished fourth. 

Call Bell is bred and owned by Miss 
Mary Strnad, a business associate of J. 
H. Ryan, who formerly owned Tuscan 
Belle, the winner’s dam. He is by the 
Louis B. Mayer sire *Alibhai. and was 
the second winner of the race by a Mayer 
stallion. The other is Honeymoon, win- 
ner in 1945, when she, Moneybags. and 
Charivari scored a clean sweep inthe 
race for Mayer and *Beau Pere.  Solid- 
arity, Grandpere. and Flaming Beau. of 
the 1947 field, are Mayer-breds. It was 
the first stakes victory for Call Bell. which 
earned a $36,175 purse and a_ breeders 
award of $3.681. 

Time for the mile was 1:36°%5. All the 
starters carried 122 pounds.

The shortage of contenders that caused 
cancellation of the Broward County Hand- 
icap at Gulfstream Park earlier in the 
month didn’t obtain on Christmas Day:

In driving on Phar 
Mon, which led into the stretch by 14% 
lengths, Tight Squeeze bore in, caused 
Woodhouse to take back with Athlete, 
which was in third place at the time, but 
finished fifth. Montayr took third. 

Victory in the Fountain of Youth was 
a high point in the career of the 2-year- 
old Tight Squeeze, which had run in 
$5.000 claiming races earlier in the year 
without any takers. In August he was 
claimed by the Rarco Stable for $8,000. 
In his first start for the Rarco Stable he 
was unplaced in an allowance race, then 
was taken away from the races until Oc- 
tober. He gained a second and a third in 
his first two starts in the fall. and had 
won two races at Gulfstream prior to the 
Fountain of Youth, which marked his first 
stakes victory. At 117 pounds he was 
getting seven pounds from Phar Mon, 
which was making his first start since 
early June. 


Dockstader in a Drive 


Clear weather, a fast track, and the 
first stakes race of the meeting brought 
a capacity crowd estimated at 10,000 to 
the Fair Grounds track on December 29.

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Tax Treatment of Gain or Loss 


From Sale of Horses in Training 


The question of the application of 
Federal Revenue Acts to gains and losses 
on sales of Thoroughbred race horses is 
one of particular importance at the pres- 
ent time to those persons whose primary 
business is that of breeding and raising 
horses for sale in the ordinary course of 
their trade or business. 

Some breeders may maintain a 
stable of racing horses as a separate busi- 
ness entered into for profit, aside from 
their primary business of breeding horses 
for sale to the public. The horses in these 
stables may have been bred and raised by 
them, or one or more may have been pur- 
chased from outside sources for their rac- 


also 


ing stables. 

In the case of a sale of any of these 
horses which had been held for more than 
six months, at a gain or loss, the question 
may arise as to whether such gain or loss

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for more than six months. When there is 
a net gain from these transactions and 
only then, such items must be included by 
all taxpayers with their other capital gains 
and losses and the final net gain or loss is 
subject to the capital gain or loss  pro- 
visions of Section 117(C). 

After grouping the gains and losses on 
the property described in Section 117(J) 
and a net loss results, then such net loss 
is treated as an ordinary loss and is de- 
ductible in full in the income tax returns 
of all taxpayers and is not to be included 
with capital gains and losses from the 
sale of capital assets, if any. 

This makes possible a distinct tax ad- 
vantage to all taxpayers as the aggregate 
net losses on this classification of prop- 
erty are deductible in full while the aggre- 
gate net gains are made subject to the 
capital gain or loss provisions of the In- 
ternal Revenue Code. It must be re- 
membered, however. that the property de- 
scribed in Section 117(J) must be held 
more than six months.

of their trade or business, but when any 
of such horses are withheld from sale by 
those breeders for the sole purpose of 
training and entering them into racing 
competition, they then become property 
used in the trade or business, of a char- 
acter which is subject to the allowance for 
depreciation. 

While horses in this classification may 
have no depreciable cost to the owners 
for the reason that they were raised by 
them and all items of cost were previously 
expensed, they are still considered as 
property of a character which is subject

not required that some actual 
each year on this character of property. 
but merely that it is of a character that 
is subject to a depreciation allowance. 

A taxpayer may be engaged in the busi- 
ness of breeding and raising Thorough- 
bred horses for sale to the public, and 
may also be engaged in the business of 
maintaining a stable of racing horses. If 
both of such businesses are separate en- 
terprises, the first for the purpose of 
breeding horses for sale and the second 
for the purpose of deriving an income 
from the winning of purses in racing. then 
any gain or loss on the sale of horses from 
the racing stable which had been held for 
more than six months would be treated as 
if it were from the sale or exchange of a 
held for than six 
months. under Section 117(J) of the In- 
ternal Revenue Code.

On the other hand. if a racing stable is 
maintained by a breeder for the purpose 
of training and developing horses for ulti- 
mate sale, or if it is used regularly from 
year to year for that purpose, then the 
burden of proof would be on the taxpayer 
to show that any gains or losses on the 
sale of horses from the racing stable did 
not arise from property held by him pri- 
marily for sale to customers in the ordi- 
nary course of his trade or business. 

If the training or racing of such horses 
is merely incidental to their future sale 
and the evidence available from the op- 
eration of the racing stable over a period 
of time is strong enough to support this 
fact. it might be difficult for a taxpayer 
to sustain his claim for special tax treat- 
ment of such gains or losses.

who also maintain racing stables are not 
necessarily denied the special tax bene- 
fits of Section 117(J) just because they 
may sell one or more horses each year 
from their racing stables. 

For example. a taxpayer may have a 
horse that has been a source of consider- 
able expense to him in racing or a con- 
sistent loser. He may have the reverse of 
this situation and have a horse that has 
been a consistent winner in racing, and 
may receive an offer for the horse that 
good business judgment would prevent 
him from turning down. 

In either of these cases. a taxpayer 
should not be denied the special tax bene- 
fits of Section 117(J) on the gains or 
losses on the sales of such horses. It is 


impossible to attempt to enumerate each 
type of transaction where the tax benefits 
of Section 117(J) would apply. and each 
case must stand on its own merits. 

The important thing for taxpayers to 
remember is that the special tax benefits 
of Section 117(J) are not automatically 
conferred upon them merely because they 
maintain racing stables in addition to 
their principal business of breeding horses 
for sale to the public. The racing stables 
must be maintained as separate and dis- 
tinct businesses engaged in for profit on 
the racing of horses. and if used merely 
as a conduit through which the horses are 
to be sold, then in all probability the 
special tax benefits of Section 117(J) will 
not be allowed. 
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OBITUARY 


John T. Ireland 
Dies at Age of 84 


John T. Ireland, a racing official for 
many years and former owner of Wood- 
vale Farm in Bourbon County, died on the 
afternoon of December 26 in a hospital at 
Paris. Ky. He had been ill about three 
months and was taken to the hospital the 
week before his death. He was 84 years 


old. 

Judge Ireland, as he was generally 
known to his friends. was one of the stew- 
ards at the old Juarez course when it was 
operated by M. J. Winn nearly forty years 
ago. Since then he had held similar as- 
signments at many tracks. largely in 
Louisiana, Ohio, and Illinois, and despite 
his age he remained active until 1943. 

Before he sold his Woodvale Farm to 
Royce G. Martin several years ago he had 
been a breeder of Thoroughbreds, though 
not on a large scale. 


E. E. Coussell 


Ernest E. Coussell, a founder and di- 
rector of the British Bloodstock Agency, 
died on December 28. The cablegram 
which brought the news to THE BLoop- 
Horse carried no further details, but his 
many friends in America would assume at 
once that “E. E. C.” had postponed too 
long the day when he would slow up. 

Mr. Coussell gained his acquaintance 
with racing and Thoroughbred breeding 
as secretary to William Allison, who for 


three decades was a dominant figure 
among Turf experts in England. Allison 


was known both as a writer and as an ex- 
ceptionally able salesman, whose good 
judgment in the selection of breeding 
stock was largely responsible for the suc- 
cess of some of America’s best known 
studs. Coussell, a good stenographer and 
possessed of a tenacious memory, followed 
his master both as a writer and as sales 
agent and pedigree expert. 

About 1911 he and the late Edward 
Moorhouse organized the British Blood- 
stock Agency. which in 1912 established 
the Bloodstock Breeders’ Review, a quart- 
erly which soon turned into an annual and 
became one of the best known Turf publi- 
cations in the world. The Review, care- 
fully compiled, became a standard refer- 
ence item for Thoroughbred breeders the 
world over, and it carried everywhere the 
documentation of the excellence of the 
English horse. Mr. Coussell slaved over 
it interminably. though during the war 
years it fell far behind schedule, as 
materials and labor became progressively 
larger problems. 
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The beginning of the British Bloodstock 
Agency’s export business to America was 
in 1915, when Arthur B. Hancock bought 
the 6-year-old *Wrack, which entered the 
stud the following year and soon estab- 
lished a reputation for himself, the new 
Claiborne Stud in Kentucky, and the 
B. B. A. 

Mr. Hancock recommended the agency 
to Sen. Johnson N. Camden, who brought 
*Light Brigade over. *Light Brigade. 
like *Wrack, scored a brilliant success. 
and thereafter the British Bloodstock 
Agency had a hand in most of the more 
important sales to the United States. in- 
cluding *Sir Gallahad 3rd, *Blenheim 
2nd, and *Mahmoud. It handled every 
vear the sales of hundreds of horses to

NEW OHIO COMMISSIONERS 


Gov. Thomas J. Herbert of Ohio has 
appointed Garrett S. Claypool and C. Ray 
Aldrich to the Ohio State Racing: Com- 
mission. Mr. Claypool succeeds John 
Lokar; his term expires June 28, 1950. 
Mr. Aldrich succeeds I. J. Collins and 
Will hold office until June 28, 1951. 


Mr. Claypool. a Democrat, became in- 
terested in saddle horses many years ago, 
and has been a breeder of Thoroughbreds 
for several years. He does some breed- 
ing at his home at Chillicothe. but most 
of his activities in breeding now are con- 
centrated at Brookwood Farm, just out- 
side Lexington. He owns the stallions 
*Benagi and Sir Mill. He also raises 
cattle. 

He is chairman of the Ross County 
Democratic executive committee and is a 
member of a family long active in politics. 
After his graduation from law school he 
held a judgeship for several years. His 
brother formerly was a congressman from 
Ohio. 

Mr. Claypool is said to have voiced the 
opinion recently that “if a track can’t 
afford a totalizator. the community can’t 
afford a race track.” Ohio tracks have 
opposed commission orders that totes be 
installed at the mile courses. 

Mr. Claypool is an attorney princi- 
pally concerned with corporation law. He 
lives at Chillicothe, and maintains offices 
at Columbus.

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Armed, Horse of the Year; 
Calumet, Stable of the Century 


A while back. Trainer Ben Jones was 
asked what Armed had that other horses 
didn’t have. “Competitive spirit.” he 
answered. “He can’t stand to be beaten.” 
After losing a race he comes back to the 
stable moody and sullen, goes off his feed 
for a day or two. 

Each of his four seasons at the races 
has seen the 7-vear-old gelding grow in 
stature. both as to accomplishments on the 
track and total earnings. At the end of 
1947 he had won 35 races, including many 
of the leading fixtures of the American 
Turf. had earned $761.500. which placed 
him second to Stymie on the list of money 
winners. For a short time he led the list. 

It is one of racing’s favorite stories that 
as a 2-year-old Armed was sent back to 
Warren Wright's Calumet Farm and used 
as a lead pony. But this was not because 
he was an especially good lead pony. nor 
was it a part of a new story on the ugly 
duckling theme. Trainer Ben Jones 
recognized him at once as a_ prospective 
high-class performer. but with a_high- 
strung disposition which might make dif- 
ficult the realization of his promise. 

His prescription was castration, and a 
quiet summer on the farm. When _ the 
stable returned to Kentucky from Florida 
in the spring of 1943 Armed was sent to 
Calumet and gelded. As a part of his 
education that summer he was used as a 
lead pony by Howard Stearns. who super- 
vised the task of breaking the yearlings 
on the farm’s private track. 

Returned to the track at three. he at- 
tained modest success. winning three 
races. From four onward he was ranked 
among the leading handicap horses. and 
because of his record during 1947 he was 
acclaimed Horse of the Year in polls con- 
ducted by Turf and Sport Digest and Tri- 
angle Publications. His record to date:

A son of Calumet’s phenomenal sire 
Bull Lea and the Chance Shot mare Arm- 
ful. the brown gelding in 1947 won eight 
stakes and a special race with Assault. 
placed in four other stakes. Raced prin- 
cipally at the middle distances. he set 
track records for 1144 miles at Hialeah 
Park (2:01°85) and Gulfstream Park 
(2:01°5), and for 11, miles at Arlington 
Park (1:4915) and Washington Park 
(1:4885). 

He is trained by the very successful 
father-and-son team of Ben and Jimmy 
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Jones, and is regularly ridden by Douglas 
Dodson. 

The Calumet Farm stable. which estab- 
lished a record for earnings in 1947, 
appears more powerful than ever as _ its 
forces are marshaled for the 1948 cam- 
paign. Joining Armed in the handicap 
division will be Fervent and Faultless; 
the latter is again in good physical condi- 
tion after having “gone to pieces” in the 
summer. 

Among the 3-year-olds the stable will 
have the strongest representation it has 
ever had. with Citation, Free America. and 
Coaltown (a top prospect. by Bull Lea— 
Easy Lass. not yet revealed in public) 
and the fillies Bewitch and Whirlsome. 

Added to these will be an outstanding 
group of new 2-year-old hopefuls. Farm

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The Fourteenth Japanese Derby: 
It Was Won by Matsumidori 


The Japan Derby, which had been dis- 
continued since its thirteenth run in 1944, 
was eventually restored to its “good-old- 
time” scale on June 8th, 1947, at the 
Tokyo Race Course. The occasion favored 
by the finest weather that could be hoped 
for, attracted a record crowd of 42,286, 
besides 300 members of Allied Forces, and 
also a record betting figure of 10,099,800 
yen for that race only. 

Under the breathless gaze of a capacity 
crowd, twenty-four eager runners lined up 
at the starting gate with their intent eyes 
firmly set to the course of one mile and 
a half to be run. At 3:08 p. m. the start- 
ing gate was lifted with a clap echoing 


STORY BEHIND THE STORY 


This account of the fourteenth running 
of the Japanese Derby at Tokyo last June 
8 has been a long time appearing in THE 
Bioop-Horse. First of all Lt. Col. B. L. 
Baker, of the U. S. Army’s Counter In- 
telligence Corps, encountered delay in ob- 
taining a translation of the story as it ap- 
peared in a Japanese publication. Then 
because of the press of other matters its 
presentation in our magazine was further 
held up. But here it is, translated almost 
literally from the Japanese. 

Colonel Baker. a Lexingtonian, took his 
interest in horse racing to Japan with him. 
and has followed Turf developments there 
as his Army duties have permitted. 

Along with the Derby story and photo- 
graphs, he has sent us a copy of a breed- 
ing publication which he describes as the 
Japanese counterpart of THe Btoop- 
Horst. That the Japanese are much in- 
terested in the American Turf is shown 
by a section of the magazine carrying sta- 
tistics on U. S. racing. 

In an effort to familiarize Japanese rac- 
ing fans with American Turf terminology, 
a glossary was included. Shown here is 
a paragraph relating to Jet Pilot's victory 
in the 1947 Kentucky Derby.

PLAY AND PAY 

A decision unparalleled in U. S. legal 
history was handed down on December 17 
at Reno, Ney. District Judge William 
McKnight ruled that a gambling debt can 
be collected by court action. 

Judge McKnight based his opinion on 
the fact that gambling is legal in Nevada 
and that the State therefore “. . . is a 
partner in the gambling business. . . . It 
is to the direct financial interest of the 
State that gambling transactions grow and 
prosper and that gambling debts incurred 
in licensed games be paid.” 

The judge cited that the State collects 
2 per cent of the gross handle at Nevada 
gambling casinos, plus a table tax rang- 
ing from $750 to $30,000 for each club. 
He overruled a defense contention that 
gambling constituted a public nuisance. 
Nevada courts previously have turned 
down suits seeking to collect debts in- 
curred through gambling. 

The opinion was handed down in a suit 
in which the operator of a blackjack game 
sought money a player lost and refused to 
pay.

Second running of Empire City’s $100.-

Infestation of the Horse with Cattle Grubs 


Recently | saw a 2-year-old from Wyom- 
ing with cattle grubs in his back (see illu- 
stration). Much to my surprise, the few 
people present at the time had never heard 
of this, although they had considerable 
experience around horses. Perhaps since 
they had not heard of this condition before. 
there are many others to whom this obser- 
vation would be interesting. 

Last spring a heel fly (Hypoderma 
lineatum or Hypoderma bovis) was flying 
around a cattle range up in Wyoming 
looking for a cow upon which to attach 
a few eggs. This fly. little larger than a 
big house fly, wouldn't bite. In fact it 
never ate. for it had no functional mouth 
parts. The male of the species lives only 
to mate, and the female lives only to de- 
posit eggs. usually a couple of hundred, 
on the short hairs just above the hooves of 
cattle. Thence its common name heel fly. 

In spite of the fact that heel flies do not 
inflict pain, cattle are instinctively terror- 
ized when a heel fly gets around them. 
One fly can stampede a whole herd of 
cattle. Perhaps that is what happened 
last spring. and there being no cattle 
around, this confused fly attaches its eggs 
to the hairs of a horse. 

Four or five days later tiny larvae 
emerged from these eggs and forced their 
way through the skin. For nine months 
these larvae wandered through the tissue 
of this horse. feeding and growing. Then 
the few that survived reached the back. 
bored a little hole through the skin and 
began to molt. The grub, or as some 
people would call it warble, shown as “G” 
in the illustration, has perhaps molted 
once. 

I clipped the hair from the back of the 
horse and shaved a little area around each 
grub. The photograph shows the lesions 
very well. There were four grubs on this 
side of the back—more on the other. The 
erub “G” was expelled from lesion “A” 
through the tiny aperture which can be 
seen in the illustration. 

This grub was a_ transparent white 
worm-like thing a little over an inch long. 
There are still grubs in lesions “B” and 
“C*, as can be noticed by the swellings 
under the skin. Each of these lesions 
had a tiny hole on the top. too. The grub 
in lesion “D” had been crushed or had 
died. for although he couldn’t be palpated 
there was an abscess formed under the 
skin where he should have been. 

The most recent scientific data on cattle 
crubs or warbles indicated that these para- 
sites occur rarely in the human and in the 
horse. Foreign text books state that the 
infestation of horses with warbles have 
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been reported very infrequently in Russia, 
Germany, England, and Italy. I have 
seen them in New England, Texas, Geor- 
gia, Kentucky. Virginia, and Nebraska. 
Last year I saw one in the back of a year- 
ling Thoroughbred colt shipped in from 
Lexington. 


ACCIDENTAL BUT PAINFUL. As 
far as we know, the infestation of a horse 
by the heel fly is accidental. The fly is 
confused, for cattle and not the horse is 
the usual host. Needless to say, a horse 
with grubs in his back cannot be ridden. 
If one of the grubs is broken intense 
inflammation occurs. 

Abscesses that need surgical interfer- 
ence often follow. After a small hole ap- 
pears at the point of the swelling in the 
back, the warble can be removed with 
care. The hole should be dilated and a 
suction cup applied. Gentle pressure is 
the simplest method of expelling a grub, 
but there is greater danger of mashing it. 
The grub may be killed before removal, 
or killed and allowed to be absorbed. but 
this is not recommended in a horse. 

It is possible that this parasite could 
become a nuisance to the horseman. It 


certainly is an expensive pest for the 
cattleman. The control of this pest is 
rather simple and well worth the effort. 
It consists of killing all grubs in the 
backs of cattle during the winter months, 
as soon as the swellings on the back of 
the cattle have small holes in them. The 
heel fly emerges from one of these cattle 
grubs as soon as it reaches the final stage 
of molt and drops to the ground. Thus 
if the grub is killed the life cycle is 
broken. 

The easiest way to destroy the grub is to 
apply any powder containing five per cent 
rotenone to the back of the cattle and 
brush it into the hair and skin. When the 
powder is properly applied, every grub is 
killed. If many cattle are to be treated, 
a mixture may be sprayed with force onto 
the back of each animal. The U. S. 
Bureau of Entomology recommends the 
following formula: 


Cube of derris powder (5 per cent 


Wettable Sulphur ....... 10 pounds 


If you kill the grubs on cattle, there 
will be no warbles in the horses. 


The heel fly sometimes attaches itself to horses, with painful results to the animal. 
The points A, B, C, and D indicate lesions caused by heel flies on the back of a horse. 
Example G was superimposed on the photo to illustrate the appearance of a grub or

CLARK BACK FROM ITALY 
John H. Clark, director of the Clark 


Horse Agency in. Lexington, returned 
home recently after a flying visit to 
Italy, during which he saw many of the 
best horses, met leading horsemen, and 
laid his lines for possible future purchases.

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Addendum on the Keene Horses, 


With Notes on Their Dispersal 


The articles on Sysonby, Peter Pan, 
Ballot. and Colin have struck a responsive 
chord in the memory of my old friend. 
the genial Col. Phil T. Chinn of Old 


Hickory Farm at Lexington. 


Colonel Chinn in a recent letter was 
so kind as to state he was reading with 
interest the articles on “Outstanding Races 
of Outstanding Horses.” He then was 
good enough to bring to light some facts 
relative to Colin, Ballot, and Peter Pan 
which are not generally known, and so 
far as | know have never been committed 
to print. I quote Colonel Chinn: 

“Colin and Ballot were brought to Lord 
Marcus Beresford’s Heath Stud, New- 
market, and stood for public service as 
the property of J. R. Keene each at a fee 
of 98 sovereigns, plus one guinea for the 
stud groom. I subsequently bought Colin 
for $100,000 for the account of William 
K. Vanderbilt, who was represented by 
William Duke, and practically on the 
same day I bought Ballot for $100,000 for 
the account of Baron Maurice de Roths- 
child, through his trainer James d’Okhuy- 
sen. The money was deposited in the 
Credit Lyonnaise, subject to the transfer 
of the horses. 

“In the interim. Mr. Keene, the very 
week I cabled to him of the purchases, 
was operated on, and in two days was 
dead as a result of the operation. Con- 
sequently I could not get delivery of the 
horses. I immediately took a steamer for 
America and upon reaching there, I con- 
ferred with the executor, who was Morris 
Hanford, a Wall Street lawyer. but Fox- 
hall Keene. who was then living, objected 
to the sale and blocked it. and the horses 
could not be delivered. 

“In the meantime. I was talking to John 
Madden in Lexington, and I then left for 
New York and consumated the sale of 
Ballot for his account for something 
around $40,000. if I remember correctly. 

“As you well know, when coming from 
France, previous to the above deal, I 
came over representing William K. Van- 
derbilt and bought from J. R. Keene six 
mares, including Maskette, Pope Joan, 
and Court Dress. You have the list. so 
all you have to do is to refer to it. These 
mares were for the account of W. K. 
Vanderbilt. and when they were shipped 
over I persuaded Mr. Keene to let me 
take with them Peter Pan and stand him at 
Frank J. Gould’s estate. which was at that 
time managed by a personal friend of 
mine in Fred Calhoun, who was Mr. 
Gould’s representative and agent. The

horse stood there for two years and was 
then returned to America. Previously 1 
had trained for Mr. Calhoun *Consuelo 
2nd. which later produced George Smith, 
winner of the Kentucky Derby for Mr. 
John Sanford. He was trained by Hollie 
Hughes. As a 5-year-old he won the 
Bowie Handicap with 130 pounds. He 
was then trained by Preston Burch and 
beat two other’ Kentucky Derby winners, 
*Omar Khayyam and Exterminator. 
“And during my visits to Europe, I 
saw *Durbar 2nd race in France and 
come on to England to compete in the 
English Derby, which he won (1914). 
When he came into the winning circle 
he was led by a colored man, John Beckly, 
who was raised on my father’s farm. John 
and I used to exercise horses together 
there, and I have often thought that that 
was one of the big things of my European 
visit, to see Beckly lead in the English 
Derby winner to be unsaddled. 
Puit T. CHINN” 


“P. S. As you know, Colin. Peter Pan. 
and the remainder of the Keene horses 
were disbursed in New York by the Ken- 
tucky Sales Co. (Harbison, Treacy, and 
Walker, with Chinn the silent partner) 
and that is where Corrigan and McKinney 
were introduced to the horse business. 


ADDENDA. The” genial Colonel is 
speaking gospel. Lord Marcus Beresford 
was a brother to Lord William Beresford. 
who was a partner with Pierre Lorrilard 
around the turn of the last century. The 
horses were trained by John Huggins. 

After Lord William died in December, 
when Volodyovski was a 2-year-old (that 
would be 1900). Mr. Whitney took over 
the lease of Volodyovski from Lady Meaux. 
while Huggins was engaged by Mr. Whit- 
ney to train for him in England. At the 
sale of Lord William’s horses the Ameri- 
can-bred Sibola, winner of the 1.000 Guin- 
eas in 1899, was purchased by Major 
Eustace Loder, who bred from her Catnip. 
foaled in 1910. Catnip is the grandam of 
the Italian-bred Nearco. leading sire in 
England this year. She was purchased 
for a relatively small sum (less than $400) 
at one of the December sales at New- 
market by that very astute Italian breeder. 
Capt. Frederico Tesio, who bred Nearco. 

The three Beresfords. William. Charles. 
and Marcus, were sons of the fourth Mar- 
quis of Waterford. They were Irish Eng- 
lishmen, being born in Kings County. Ire- 
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The leading 2-year-old of 1943, according to 
the staff members of the Daily Racing Form and 
Morning Telegraph, Platter won the Pimlico Fu- 
turity, Walden Stakes, was rated over Lucky Draw, 
Stymie, Pensive, Occupy, Twilight Tear, etc. 


Platter is a son of Pilate, one of America’s leading 


sires today, and also sire of Phalanx, Eight Thirty, 
Lovely Night, Ponty, and others. Pilate is America’s 
strongest link with the *Rock Sand line.

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land, but were entirely British except for 
an accident of birth. Lord William Beres- 
ford was a soldier. He had been a mili- 
tary secretary to the Viceroy of India, and 
had received the Victoria Cross for gal- 
lantry in the Zulu War. On his return to 
England in 1894, after his resignation 
from military service, he married the 
Duchess of Marlborough. My recollec- 
tion is that she was Lily Leiter and was 
the possessor of a large fortune, inherited 
from her father, a successful speculator 
in the Chicago grain pit. In the summer 
of 1896 Sir William bought a half-interest 
in the stable that Pierre Lorillard was 
then campaigning in England, trained by 
John Huggins, and at the end of the 1898 
season he bought out Mr. Lorillard’s 
interest and ran the horses in his light 
blue jacket and black cap until his death 
December 28, 1900. 


Lord Charles Beresford was the sailor 
of the family, finally winding up as a 
full admiral. He succeeded to the title 
of Marquis of Waterford, which lapsed 
after his death in 1919, 


Lord Marcus Beresford, known as 
“Marky,” was the wit of the family. For 
years he managed the Royal Stud, and 
after the death of Edward VII in 1910 
he became identified with the Blood Stock 
Registry, with a stud at Newmarket known 
as the Heath Stud, where Colin and Ballot 
stood. 

Volodyovski, trained by Huggins and 
ridden by Lester Reiff, won the Derby in 
1901. An old friend of mine, the late 
Sam Lavery, won a good bet on the son 
of Florizel 2nd, and was also presented 
with a valuable diamond ring by Charles 
Mills, who worked the commission for the 
Americans. 

The James d’Okhuysen mentioned by 
Colonel Chinn was a very able trainer. 
He was born in Belgium, and in his youth 
had been prominent in bicycle racing. 
He has been dead for a number of years, 
but his son also became a_ successful 
trainer. In 1931 he won the Grand Prix 
de Paris and the Prix du President de la 
Republique with Barneveldt, and a year 
later the Prix de Are de Triomphe with 
Motrico. Both horses were owned by 
Comte de Rivaud. 


CASTLETON DISPERSAL. The sale 
of the Castleton Stud, referred to by Col- 
onel Chinn, was held at old Madison 
Square Garden, New York City, on the 
night of September 2, 1913, under the 
auspices of the Kentucky Sales Company. 
George Bain was the auctioneer. Miss 
Elizabeth Daingerfield, dressed in deep 
mourning, superintended the vendue. 

As Colonel Chinn observed, it was at 
this sale that Corrigan (James W.) and 
McKinney (Price) entered “the horse 
business.” Their mentor was Phil Dwyer. 
Harry Payne Whitney, alongside of whom 
it was my pleasure to sit, about ten rows

back from the ringside, was represented 
by James W. Rowe. E. R. Bradley was 
there, and so was Arthur B. Hancock. 

Bradley and Rowe waged quite a battle 
for Peter Pan. Mr. Whitney had won the 
Futurity the previous month with his son 
Pennant. while Mr. Bradley also had a 
winning son of Peter Pan in Black Toney. 
Rowe had the last word—$38.000. 

Corrigan and McKinney bought the un- 
beaten Colin for $30,000. Disguise for 
$5.300. Delhi for $2,500, Hippodrome for 
$2.000. and Ultimus for $11,500. Arthur 
B. Hancock outgamed E. R. Bradley and 
Gifford A. Cochran for Celt and Got him 
for $20.000. That sterling sportsman 
John Sanford bought *Voter for $14,000 
and shipped him to the Haras de Cheffre- 
ville, while J. S. Barbee got Sweep for 
$17.500. My recollection is he had three 
partners—Charles W. Moore, Kinzea 
Stone, and Dr. J. C. Carrick. 

That was over 34 years ago. All of the 
horses are dead, and of the purchasers 
mentioned only Arthur B. Hancock is 
living. This with reservation; I do not 
know if any of the syndicate that pur- 
chased Sweep survives. |Dr. Carrick is 
still living, the others are dead.—Ed. | 

In all, 45 head were sold for a total of 
$229,200. an average of $4,600. It was 
an astonishing sale, considering that rac- 
ing had only been resumed in New York 
State after a hiatus of two years, and was 
restricted to three days a week. 

Corrigan and McKinney purchased 25 
head for $115,000 and had the good sense 
to engage Miss Elizabeth Daingerfield to 
manage the establishment which was 
named the Wickliffe Stud. The horses, | 
think, were quartered first at the old 
Mackay Stud, known as the Kingston Stud, 
or it may be they were quartered there 
after Castleton was sold to David M. Look. 
It was a long time ago. I know of no 
authentic printed record of these facts, so 
am forced to rely upon memory.

Recently, but some weeks ago, on re- 
cording another $100.000-winner for Calu- 
met Farm’s breeding record, you counted 
it their thirteenth and gave them the lead. 

How about Idle Hour Stock Farm? 
The American Racing Manual gives Idle 
Hour a list of nine $100,000 winners and 
this year seems to have added five more, 
namely, But Why Not, Be Faithful, Burn- 
ing Dream, Bymeabond, and Bric a Bac. 
The first three were duly credited in THE 
Bioop-Horse, Bric a Bac was listed as 
“over” in another publication and Byme- 
abond’s figures as given by you in three 
places (including $15,000 as second in 
Gold Cup) check up as well over $100,000. 

Also I think you omitted Bymeabond 
from the winners for Bimelech in 1947 
sire list to date. His win was at Long- 
acres. All the five are listed by you as 
Bradley-bred in pedigrees. 

No doubt Calumet Farm will forge 
ahead, but meanwhile Idle Hour seems 
ahead. 


Sharp-eyed Mr. Southwick is correct. 
The late Col. E. R. Bradley has 14 win- 
ners of $100,000 to his credit (including 
Burgoo King, bred in partnership with 
Horace N. Davis). This leaves Calumet 
Farm one short of equaling the Bradley 
record, two short of settling a new mark. 

Tue Bioop-Horse sometimes loses sight 
of horses earning sizeable sums in non- 
stakes races, or which earn substantially 
through seconds or thirds in stakes, there- 
fore was not aware that Bric a Bac and 
Bymeabond had passed the $100,000 mark. 
Bymeabond was not listed among Bime- 
lech’s progeny in connection with the sire 
list because his victory in the Speed Handi- 
cap came on July 13. Returns from Long- 
acres are slow to reach us, so the list 
accounted for racing at that track only 
through July 9.—Eb.

Oestrus and Ultraviolet Light 


From Dr. J. D. Reichard, Staten Island,

Here’s a bit of pertinent information, or 
perhaps only a hunch, concerning the 
article in the November 29th issue, “The 
Time to Breed the Mare,” as to the pos- 
sible relation between oestrus and ultra- 
violet light.

HAZARD AT TANFORAN 


The San Bruno (Calif.) city council 
has been asked by Louis Traeger, munici- 
pal building inspector, to condemn the 
club house and grandstand at the Tan- 
foran race track. 

~The club house and grandstand joists 
are bearing on nothing at all,” Traeger 
reported on December 11. “I can’t under- 
stand why the stands did not collapse and 
kill hundreds of people at the last meet- 
ing. The roof of the administration build- 
ing. the paddocks, and the jockey quarters 
are like tissue paper, and constitute a fire 
hazard. The interiors are finished in such 
a way that if fire started, no one could put 
it out. The jockey quarters are the most 
unsanitary building I ever saw.” The in- 
spector said the city fire chief and the 
health inspector agreed with him. 

It was reported that William Helis, Eu- 
gene Mori, and others who recently bought 
the track, were ready to spend “a million 
dollars” in rebuilding and repair, and 
were willing for the council to proceed 
with a condemnation action. 

The track presently is under a Federal 
injunction that prohibits further construc- 
tion work. Four men associated with the 
previous ownership served jail sentences 
for construction work done in violation of 
Federal rules. The San Bruno council 
agreed to confer with the new owners at 
some unspecified future date. It was be- 
lieved that a condemnation order would 
aid in lifting Government restrictions.
